TYPHOID FEVER remains

contagious as long as the ty-

phoid bacilli are present in the
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excreta. About 10 per cent of
patients discharge the typhoid
organisms for some three
months after they become ill,
and two to five per cent be-
come permanent carriers.

Since typhoid fever is of
such infrequent occurrence in
the United States, vaccination
against it is not generally rec.
ommended. When vacationing
in rural areas or travelling in
other countries, however, there
is still a real danger of con.
tracting the disease, and vac.
cination in these circumstances
is strongly recommended.
